DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen in view of Lee. Chen discloses the elements of claim 1 , however it fails to clearly 
disclose the use of forging and aging the alloy. Forging and aging a club head is well 
known in the art. Lee discloses the use of forging and aging the alloy. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
employed the forging and aging of Lee with the apparatus of Chen in order to harden 
and finish the club face and improve the hardness of the device. 

As to claim 2. See claim 1 rejection. The method claimed would naturally be used 
by one using the device. 

As to claim 3: Lee discloses a processing temperature not less than Tc-50 and 
greater than Tc-50 (fig 1). The specification provides no unexpected results in using 
this limitation. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
selected any one of several equivalent processing temperatures based manufacturing 
and costs considerations. 

As to claim 4: Chen discloses a backward extension (fig 2). 
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As to claim 5: See claim 3 rejection. The method claimed would naturally be used 
by one using the device. 

As to claim 6: Chen discloses a cast body (fig 2, 9:10-1 1 ). 

As to claim 7: Chen discloses a welded head (fig 2, 9:10-12). The method 
claimed would naturally be used by one using the device. 

As to claim 8: No criticality is seen in welding the face member to the body prior 
to the aging process. The specification provides no unexpected results in welding the 
face member to the body prior to the aging process. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to have selected any one of several equivalent processing 
methods based manufacturing and costs considerations.
